ing debt. However, even then it is 
no particular bargain for younger 
people especially, and the banks; 
do make a profit on this insurance} 
as well as collecting interest on the! 
loan inself. 


But in the hands of some lend-} 
ers, the credit insurance idea is 
becoming a fantastic racket, espec- 
ially in some of the Western states 
where insurance laws are lax, like 
Kansas, Texas, Arkansas, Colorado 
and Wyoming (now cracking 
down). 


In Texas, for example, both 
small-loan and insurance laws are 
very weak and the new usury- 
insurance racket is widespread. In 
fact, special insurance companies 
have been set up by loan sharks 
just to sell credit insurance, and 
the setup is backed in some cases 
by actual racketeer money, this 
writer has been told by good au- 
thority. 

TEXAS PROFITS 

In a hearing before the Texas 
State Insurance Commissioner, it 
was brought out that an insurance 
company had collected $2,025,000 
in premiums for credit insurance 
in a single year, but had paid out 
only $66,000 in claims. It had paid 
$1,691,000 in commissions to the 
loan sharks who sold the insurance 
to borrowers, and had spent $134,- 


most twice as much as it paid out 
in claims. 

Another insurance company ¢c@l- 
lected $2,554,000 in premiums for| 


\for such insurance is the equiva- 
lent of one percent on the out- 
standing balance of the debt.) 


Such a rate comes out to about 
a cost of $10 per $1000 of life in- 
surance. A man of 35 can buy term 
insurance for a net cost of $6 to 
$8 per $1000 of coverage from sev- 
‘eral companies, and even less on 
{a group basis. But still the stand- 
‘ard charge is not too severe and 
‘often these days the banks won't 
‘grant a loan without such insur- 
ance anyway. 

ONE FIRM OPPOSED 

But beware borrowing money 
jfrom a lender who makes you buy 
jadditional life insurance — in an 
jamount more than the amount 
yneeded to cover your loan—or re- 
quires that you take accident and 
health insurance with your loan. 
|The more reputable banks so far 
are staying away from the acci- 
ident and health insurance angle, 
leven though some insurance com- 
panies are urging them to get into 
the business. 
| And in fact the biggest small- 
loan company in the country has 
jbeen actively fighting the credit- 
insurance racket as practiced by 
'some other lenders. 

Also: if you do get a loan with 
life insurance attached, make sure 
lyou get an insurance certificate

Fantastic, isn’t it? But also 
heart-breaking when you consider 
that the victims of this widespread 
racket are ordinary working peo- 
ple who are always the most fre- 


rime|* 


quent customers for small-loans. 
HERE’S A CASE 

Here's the way the racket oper- 
ates in an individual case. A man 
comes in to borrow $25. The loan 
broker shows him a “legal rate 
chart”, The interest fee shown on 
the rate chart is only 25 cents. But 
in addition, the borrower (in a 
typical instance) must pay extra 
fees of $1 for life insurance, 75 
cents for a “policy fee”, $2.72 for 
accident and health insurance, and 
$1 for “service charge”. So the 
borrower pays a total of $5.72 for 
a loan of $25 for three months. 
That is actually an interest rate of 
180 percent a year. 

Suppose the borrower wants a 
larger loan—$100, say. The loan 
brokers have been known’to send 
him to four different offices of 
the same outfit to borrow $25 from 
each, with each charging him all 
the credit insurance and “service” 
fees. 

One reason the loan brokers get 
away with the racket is because
